TELLIGENCE . 

Tho English papers conlniii litllu intercst- 
f ififT matter. Since Ihe prorogation ul Par- 
liament, the members have been visiting 
their constituents, und malting long speeches. 
Lord Pslmorslon has set the exatnple, ami 
given to the people cf Tiverton one of bis 
most jojular and highly-seasoned utter din- 
ner addresses. The Belfast riots still form 
tho subject lor Times editorials. Among 
tho numerous charges brought against the 
authorities is that uf allowing, when the 
disturbances hud apparently subsided, n 
large concourse of people to altend the funei- 
al of an Orangeman who hud been shot by 
the police. It is said that upwards ol 6000 
men, in procession, followed the corpse, most 
of whom seemed armed, and that theie weie 
upwards of I'i. (.11)0 of a tumultuous assem 
blago besides. Another religious riot had 
taken place in Jersey, one of the Channel 
Islands, on account uf a public lecture 
against liomun Catholicism, The prompt- 
ness svith which Ihe chief constable, suppres- 
sed tho disturbance at the outset probably 
sav.-d results almost as serious as those 
which accompanied the riots in Ireland. 

O'l'i of Ihe most curious facta probably in 
the history of current evjnts is the strong 
desiro ol powerful na'ions to light againsi 
division or separation, and the tflorts vt 
smuller powers or countries to draw together 
towards political affjiliation, Wherever we 
diiect our attention — in Europe as well at in 
America— we shall nee this groat desire to 
maiutiiin or accomplish unioti, W'u have 
seen how desperately the Northern States 
have been fighting (or the best part of four 
years against a cause that would load to dis- 
integration, and wo now witness the exertions 
put for'h by the smaller (Jermnn Powers, the 
British North American colonies, an 1 the 
Republics of Soulti America, to form respot 
tire unities. 

The war with Denmark it would appear, 
after all, has not been very satisfactory in its 
results to any (it the German Powers: bin 
the parly least pleased iu the matter is the 
Federal Diet. This body views tho prepon- 
derating power of Austria and Prussia with 
dismay, and leels that so long as the minor 
Gcrmjn States labor under their present ir- 
cohesive condition, they will be always ai 
the tneroy of one or other of their powetful 
neighbors. To concentrate the scattered ele- 
ments and by consolidation make them ei*ual 
to either Auslria or Prussia, and then form a 
federation ot three powers with ei|ual tights 
and privileges is tho grand aim now of the 
Fednml P.et. The German mind has been 
occupied for many years In the hitherto vain 
attempt to create a German unity ; but this 
present step is looked upon more hopefull) 
than the former proposition. Bavaria il, ac- 
cording to the London limes, to form the 
nucleus ol the scattered elements. 

In South America, there is the sumo fool - 
i.ig of insecurity among Hie small Republics, 
on account of tho present attitude of Spain 
with regard to Peru, as exists among the 
minor German Powers. The Peruvian Go- 
vernment has come to the determination, as a 
lust resource, to declare war against Spain, 
unless the Chincha Islands aro delivered up. 
and a proper apology made to the Republic 
A Cuntjre.-s is to be heal at Lima, in which 
all tho South American Republics arc to be 
represented, tor Ihe purpose of adopting 
means ol united d.dcncu against European 
uilerlereBte. Tho recent acts of Spain, 
c mpled, no doubt, wit it It. ; French occupa- 
tion of Mexico, have stirred up the dormant 
energies ol these Southern Republics, and 
created for Ihe lime it national enthusiasm 
which bids fair to bring about a centralized 
power that will give dignity us w-dl as de- 
fence to these hitherto ralht-r anarchical and 
helpless self-governing countries. 

From Mexico ilie news shows indications 
ol a dying out ol the struggle against the 
French domination. The submission of I'raga 
is the gteatesi blow to the Mexican- cause, a- 
he was by far the most distinguished general 
the national parly hud. There we"0 various 
rumors ol opposition rising against Maxi- 
milian, some going so tar as 10 say his life 
nas already taken, but they were evidently 
without foundation. The Kmperor is grad- 
ually consolidating his influence, an I In 
a mild and liheral policy ha- secured the good 
will ol all those — and they are legion — who 
ware net iug tired ol anarchy and civil war.
